At the other end—thr- market end— 


we see purchasing power cm tailed by 
the high prices which are 
to support the present high land val- 
ues and to pay the heavy taxes which 
government 
levies 
upon 
industry. 


Shoe factories muat close not 
people do not need shoes, but beraune 
people cannot pay tho prices which 
are made necessary by land coats and 
taxes. Distributors of farm products 
to protect themselves must ask prices 
from the ultimate consumer which pro- 
vent an absorption of the crops by the 
market, altho the rnarkH 
IH hungry. 


The flow of farm produce to ultimate 
consumer 
IK checked by thpso artifi- 


cial barriers and prices are 
forced 


down for the farmers. 


To add to these and other artificial 


barriers the barrier of a higher tariff 
would be compounding folly. What in 
needed is freedom from all restraints 
—freedom to use natural resources for 
production—freedom to produce un^ 
hampered by taxets—freedom to trade 
unhindered by tariffs. We must make 
the country safe for industry. 
Re- 


move all our artificial encumbrances 
and restore the natural law of supply 
and demand.
